and fincerity, that I do not 
ſtudy to gratifie any party in 
Religion, but have rather in-

in the Church like that of the Papa-

Bur God miraculouſly reſtoring 
our Gracious Sovereign King Charles 
the Second to his Throne, and the 
Church of England to her priſtine 
Splendor, we were in a State of Tran- 
quility till of late years. 

Bur the Papi/ts envious of our Hap- 
pineſs, began or rather continued to 
leaven the diſaffeQted party of men 
in Church and State againſt both; and 
how far they had driven on their de- 
ſions for a ſecond Revolution, ſew 
people can be ſtrangers ; the old Sto- 
ries were revived, and new ones min- 
ted, to raife fears and jcalouſies of 
Tyranny and Popery, to ſet us altoge- 
tier by the Ears.

formiſts to ſow dividing Principles, 
and animate them againſt rhe Go- 
vernment and Governors both in 
Church and State. 

And thar this may not paſs for a 
bare ſuppoſition, without ground, 1 
I have heard Mr. Prance them, that 
both Gavan and Whitebread uſed to 
Preach frequently in Conventicles in 
Southwark and other places: and I am 
ablc to prove, Whizebread, alias White, 
the Provincial of the Feſuits, who

and that he had ſeveral times done

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Huntington; and if the ſhame of Diſ- 
ſenters did not ſmother the further 
diſcovery of this "Truth, for fear of

And indeed nothing is more fea- 
ſible or eaſie ; for it is no more than 
for a Jeſuit to bring a counterfeit Let- 
ter of Recommendation from ſome 
known Nonconformiſt either out of 
the Town, if he defigns to travel and 
Preach in the Countreys, as an /tine- 
rant, or out of the Countrey, if he 
will Preach in the Town, or a Certi- 
ficate that he has Preached in ſuch or 
ſuch Congregations, with their Ap- 
probation, which he is ſure to-have, 
if he inveigh againſt Popery, Biſhops, 
Ceremonies, Common Prayer, and for 
Liberty of Conſcience, and the bufi- 
nefs is done, and without further Ex- 
amination he is admitted into _ 
ul- 
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Pulpits, and ſhall paſs for a zealous 
Proteſtant,. and an heavenly man in 
the: opinion of the undiſcerning Au- 
ditors, as Father Commiy, and Father 
Heth have. done, and many others 
before. Ee 4 | 

Whereas the Church of England 
takes care that none be admitted to 
the Charge of Souls without all the 
Caution, imaginable againft Popery ; 
they mult rake the Oaths of Allegi- ? 
ance and Supremacy, have Teſtimo- ' .} 
nials from Perſons that know them, 
of their Ability and foundnefs of Judg- 
ment, they muſt ſhew their Letrers of 
Ordination, before they are admitted 
to Preach in an unknown Congrega- 
tion, and have a Licenſe from the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs before they can 
regularly Preach in a Congregation 
whereinto they are by Law inftitu- 
ted and inducted. 

The natural Inferences which fol- 
low from this unqueſtionable matter 
of Fat, here faithfully related, and 
oftered to the ſerious conſideration of 
all ſober People, of what perfivaſion 
focyer, are theſe. 

Firft, 
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Firſt, That the Pope and Papiſts 
have ever ſince the Proteſtant Refor- 
mation endeavoured to raiſe up Sets 
and Differences in Opin7on amongſt 
Proteſtants, by ſending their diſguifed 
Emiſfaries among the zealous and well- 
meaning people, to ſecuce them into 
Separation and Schiſm. 

Secondly, That they look upon 
theſe practices as moſt cfictual means 
to bring the people back to the Ro- 
miſh Religion, and to introduce Po- 
pery among us.

ſervation, that Coleman Gates the Ar x 
ot all che misfortunes like to happen 
to Catholicks, from the fatal reſcinding 
of the late Toleration: therein agree. 
ing exactly with Diſezters, who were

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no leſs Querulous for the ſtopping of 
that door, though from him nothing 
can be more evident, than that the Fe- 
faits defigned to bring in Popery at 
ir, which they could not do, being 
openly excluded from the benefit of 
it, but by pretending to be Dzſſerters. 

Feurthly, Tt is moſt maniteit, that all 
our late horrid Civil Wars, Rayines, 
Bloodſhed, and the execrabic and 1o- 
Jemn Murther of his late Majeſty, and 
the baniſhmenrt of our preſent Sove- 
reign, were afte&ted according to the 
torc-contrivance of the Papiſts, by 
tne alliſlance which Diſſenters gave 
them, and the opportunities they had 
to preach them into Rebellion, under 
the pretence of a thorough Reforma- 
tion; thar all the late Commorions and 
Rebellions in Scoz/azd fprung irom the 
{ame Countel and Conduct: and that 
the Papi/ts will never our of the hopes 
i effecting our ruine, nor Without 
the ſame opportunities they have hi- 
therto had, fo long as our Diviſions 
arc kept up and maintained, which 
give them the advantage of daſhing 
us one againſt another. 


Fifthly, 
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Fifthly, That therefore obſtinate 
Diffenters are before God, and accord- 
ing to the judgment of the ſtrongeſt 
Reaſon builr upon plain matter of un- 
deniable FaCt, puilty of all the real 
danger of Popery prevailing again in 
theſe Nations by the ruine of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion. | 

Sixthly, That the Church of Exg- 
land in DoQtrine and Diſcipline is the 
greateſt enemy the Papiſts have, ac- 
cording to their own declared ſenſe 
and judgment,and conſequently whol- 
ly innocent of any ſuch defigns and 
complyances, or approaches to the 
Church of Rome, as Father Du Mou- 
lin, and other Brain-ſick or worſe 
people endeavour to fix upon her : 
and that it is impoſſible to give a 
clearer demonſtration of the inno- 


* cence of the Biſhops and Clergy of 


England, than Dt. Oats has in the 72 
Paragraph of his Narrative before re- 
cited, concerning the Pope's Bu/l or 
Breve, beſtowing all the conſiderable 
Promotions and Dignities in Eng/and 
upon Papiſts there mentioned, which 
could not be done without turning

out the preſent Biſhops and Dignita- 
ries of the Church - And there cannot 


be a more demoni:rative argument 


that he eſteems them Ferericks and 
Enemies : tor there is no doubt but 
if the Fope had any hopes of their 
comp!yance with Popery, he would 
not oniy have conſcnted to their con- 
tinuance in thoſe promotions, but 
have promiſed high Rewards and En- 
couragements to them. 

Seventhly, Thar therefore it is the 
joynrt Intereſt both of Prince and 
People oi theie Nations tofupport and 
detend the Church of England as now 
by Law eflabliſhed ; thoſe of her 
Communion being by a tra&t of Ex- 
perience of equal dare with the Re- 
formation, found to be both in Prin- 
ciples and Pradtice the moſt peaceable 
and Loyal SubjeQs, and ſoundeſt Pro- 
teſtants, of unſhaken Allegiance and 
unblemiſhed Loyalty,the ableſt Cham- 
pions againſt Popery, and the only 
bu'work ot the Proteſtant Religion, 
as is but too evicent by the ur 
endcavours of the Papiſts, both by 
their own Fower, and rhe aſſiſtance 
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of Diſſenters to undermine and oyer- 

throw it. | 
To conciude, as I have here impar- 
tially related matter 'of Fact, aud 
drawn neceſſary inferences from it, 
without animoſity or bitterneſs of 
language, ſo I hope good men will, 
withour prejudice or partiality weigh 
It in an <qual balance, and make that 
charitable uſe of it for which ir was 
intended, that it may be a means by 
diſcovering the ſource and original or 
our Diviſons and Diſtractions, our 
Fears and Apprehenſions, and there- 
by give us the opportunity to break 
the ſnares of our Enemies, to which,

thods, ways and contrivances for the 
Church of Rome, which hold the grear 
Council for the week following in 
employment how to order all things 
for the advancement of the Romiſh 
Faith. Some of theſe contrivances 
coming to my hands by the help of 
the Silver key, be as follow : 

x. The people of England being 
much aycrted from their Mother- 
Church of Rome, they have thought 
fir, ſounding our their inclinations 
how the.common ſort are taken with 
the Liturgy in Engliſh, for to offer 
her Grace to confirm it, with ſome 
things altercd therein, provided that 
her Grace and the Council do ac-

2. A Licence or Diſpenſation to be 
granted to any of the Romzſh Orders 
to Preach, ſpeak, or write againſt the 
now eſtabliſhed Church of Exgl/ard, 
amoneſt other Proteſters againſt Rome, 
purpoſely to make England odious to 
them, and that they may retain their 
aſſiſtences promiſed them in caſe of 
any Princes invaſion, and the parties 
ſo licenced and indulged (diſpenced 
with)to be ſeemingly as one of them, 
and not to be either taxed, check, or 
excommunicated for ſo doing ; and 
further, 'for the better aſſurance of 
the party ſo licenced and indulged, the 
party to change his name leaſt he be 
diſcovered, and to keep a quarternal 
correſpondence with any of the Car- 
dinals, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, 
Priors, or others of the chief Mona- 
ſteries, Abbeys, &c. At which quar- 
ternal correſpondence ſhall not only 
give the Pope intelligence of Hereri- 
cal conſpiracy, but be a full aſſurance 
of their fidelity to Rome.

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pointed, and to contribute according 
to their capacities what in them licth 
for the promotion of the Romiſh 
Cauſe. 

8. It is ordered that the Romi/h 
Party fhall propoſe a Match for the 
Queen of the Catholick Princes tor to 
further or promote the Romiſh Faith. 

9. It is ordered upon pain of Ex- 
communication, and of a perpetual 
Curſe to light on the Families and 
Pofterities of all thoſe of che Mother- 
Church of Rome, who will not pro- 
mote or aſſiſt by means of Money, or 
otherwiſe, Mary Queen of Scotland's 
pretence to the Crown of England. 

10.It is alſoordered that every Ro- 
miſh Catholick within England and Tre- 
land,or any of Englands Territories ,to 
contribute to thoſe Romzſh Biſhops, 
Pariſh Prieſts, &c. that are privately, 
or ſhall be by Rome ſet over them, to 
pay all the Church duties, as if they 
were in poſſeſſion, upon pain of Ex- 
communication of them and their Po- 
ſterity.

try him further, called for the Zebrew- 
Bible, and ſo for ſeveral other Books, 
in which this Read-coat was very ex- 
pert : Ar Jait the DoCtor recolleCting 
with himſelf, called . for. aH/elch-Bible, 
and ſaid, it thou beeſt inſpired, read

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the Read-coat being at laſt catch'd, re 
plied, I have given thee farisfaCtion e- 
nough, I will not fatisfie thee further, 
for thou wilt not believe though an 
Angel came from Heaven.

doth likewiſe affirm that this Fack/or 
would often pretend that he had re-

The faid Mr. Andrew Catherwood

there; he ſtill wandreth about this 
Kingdom of Zreland, and was lately 
ſeen in the County of Mayo: The then 
Biſkop of Limrick, Fran. Marſh, now 
Archbiſhop of D«b/iz, we ſuppoſe may 
have heard of this Impoſtors _ 

alrea- 
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already mentioned, during the time 
thar his Grace was Biſhop of \Lzmrick; 
which, it reſti5ed, would ſtrengthen 
this Mr. Catherwoods Evidence, who 
deciared this above Narrative unto 
us, whoſe names hereaiter follow, Ro- 
bert Ware Eſq; John Madden Student 
in Phytick ot 7rinity-Colledge in Dub. 
lx,and before Pearſe Welch, being up- 
on the 25th. of Feb. 1631. 

Thus far have we laid before you 
the practices ot #ome, deviſed to di- 
vide the Proteſtant Church of Exg- 
land; theretore the diſpenfations al- 
lowed by her Popes and Clergy be 
many and jarge (as appears by what 
you have already heard) purpoſely to 
drive on, an ſet forward her impious 
Plots ; ſhe rheretore diſpenſes with 
her Adherents to take the ſhape, yea, 
even of a member of the Church of 
England, not out of love thereunto, 
bur to accompliſh her intended pur:- 
poſes.

It is impoſſi- 
ble, (he replied) I had the force of for- 
ty men, aſſiſted by him that guided 
my hand.

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ſeveral queſtions, he made theſe an- 
ſwers : That he was named Fohr 
Felton, heretofore Lieutenant to a 
Foot-Company under Sir James Ram- 
ſey. That he had endeavoured for a 
Commilſion to be Captain in this Ex- 
pedition, and failed therein, but with- 
out any regret upon the Duke, (from 
whom he had found reſpect) nor for 
any private intercſt whatſoever; that 
the late Remonſtrance of Parliament 
publiſhed rhe Duke ſo odious, that 
he appeared to him deſerving dcath, 
which no Juſtice durſt execute. That 
it was not many days ſince he refol- 
ved to kill him; bur finding the Duke 
ſo cloſely attended, that it ſhould be 
his buſineſs to paſs a Voluntier, and 
do it in this Voyage. Somewhat he 
ſaid of a Sermon at St. Faiths Church 
under Pals, where the Preacher ſpake 
in juſtification of every manina good 
cauſe to be Judge and Executioner of 
Sin, which he interpreted to be him. 
That paſſing out at the Poftern-Gate 
upon 7ower-#7;1l, he eſpied that faral 
Knife in a Curlers Glaſs-caſe, which 
he bought for ſtxtcen pence, It was

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the point end of a tuff Blade ſtuck 
into a croſs Haft; the whole length, 
handle and all, not twelye inches, faſt- 
ned to his right pocket; and from thar. 
time he reſolved therewith to ſtab 
him. That ſome days after he fol-. 
lowed the Train to Portſmonth, and 
coming by a Croſs ereted in the 
High-way, he ſharpned the point 
thereof upon the Stone, believing it 
more proper in Juſtice to advantage 
his deſign, than for the Idolatrous in- 
tent it was firſt erected. That he 
found continual trouble and diſquiet 
in mind until he ſhould perform this 
Fact, and came to Town but that 
morning. That no Soul living was 
acceſſary. with him by any ways or 


. means of the: Dukes execution. That 


he was aſſured his Fact was juſtified, 
and he the Redeemer of: the peoples 
ſufferings, under the power of the 
Dukes Ulurpations, &c. And hs Pa- 
per tackt in. the Crown of his Hart, 
ſeemed to fatisfic his Conſcience that 
he was thereof well. pleafed. 
— This unhappy Murther cauſed great 
CiſtraCtions, eſpecially in:Statc-aftairs; 
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{o that the Houſe of Parliament and 
his Majeſty differed very much in 
ſerling the. Cuſtoms and other mar- 
ters, which in concluſion was the chief 
Inſtrument or cauſe ef this Parlia- 
ments diſſolution.

There chanced to 
come unto Collonel Richard Lawrence, 
then Governour of Waterford under 
Oliver Cromwell, one Nugent, who

Thus he continued with the 
Collonel for ſeveral years : At laſt it 
chanced that Fuſtice Fohn Cook, who 
was executed for the late Kings Mur- 
der, took a great liking to this Nauges?, 
and begged of the Collonel for to let 
him go over with him into England, 
which the Collonel caſily granted-to 
oblige Juſtice Cooke. Nagent ſtaying 
for a while with Juſtice Cooke, return- 
ed into /reland, and came to his old

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Maſter Collonel Lawrence, where he 
remained for a while, and upon the 
Kings happy Reſtauration this Nugerz 
became the Popiſh Confeſſor and Prieſt 
at Leifſepp ſome 6 or 7 miles diſtant 
from Dublin, and hath ſeen the Col- 
fonel ſeveral times ſince, and laughs 
at him to this day when he ſees him, 
conſidering how he had plaid the Dif- 
mbler with him, as it he had been 
one of the Collonels Fraternity, which 
is of the Anabapriſts. Thus it is evi- 
dent how Diſſenters have been migh- 
tily gulfd ſince the years 1640, and 
1641. eſpecially by the Church of 
Rome, purpoſely to make Separation 
in the Church of Zg/and. This the 
Collonel himſelf cannor deny ; for he 
told the Author this Story onthe 2.82h., 
day of March 1682. beſides to others 
yet living in the City of Dabliy, 
who can teſtifie this Narrative for a 
rruth.
